valuation of the railroads which greatly exeeeds the total 
amount of railroad stock outstanding. 

If some one talks about a “guaranteed return to the

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Winners May be Named 
in August. Bulletin 


UDGES in the “Courtesy Essay Con- 
test” have a big job cut out for them in 
reading over and giving careful considera- 
tion to the hundreds of essays submitted 
by Southern Pacific men and women, but it 
is expected that winners of the cash prizes 
will be determined in time so that announce- 
ment can be made in the August Bulletin. 
Los Angeles Division and General Shops 
employes submitted 91 essays, the largest 
number from any division. Portland 
Division was second with 76 and the Gen- 
eral Office third with 70.

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Cutting Device Aids In 
Typing ARA Billing 


J.M. Young, head car clerk at Ogden, is showing

PRACTICAL cutting device used 
Ae typwriters for tearing ARA 
Billing has been designed by 
J. M. Young, head ARA clerk in the 
superintendent’s office at Ogden. 

When Mr. Young’s bureau was 
asked to make a test of preparing 
ARA Billing on the typwriter to see 
if it could be done more economically, 
he soon found the need for a more 
efficient method of tearing the billing 
forms apart, 

The cutting device which has solved 
the difficulty is made of No, 23 black 
iron, this size being heavy enough not 
to bend and light enough that no ad- 
ditional weight is added to carriage 
of the machine. It is nine inches long 
and one and a quarter inches wide, 
and is curved to same degree as roller 
of the typewriter. The cutting edge 
extends the full nine inches, but on 
the other edge a piece three-eighths of 
an inch on each end has been cut and 
bent down so as to form a lug. This 
lug has two holes in it so that it can 
be applied to paper guides that hoid 
the paper flush with the roller, The 
two small serews in paper guide are 
removed, the cutter is applied, and the 
screws replaced, 

A double cutter is also used suc- 
cessfully for tearing both the original 
and duplicate .ARA repair slips on the 
heavy billing repair cards, preventing 
injury to carbon paper.

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Announce Promotions in Traffic Organization 


ILLIAM SPROULE, presi- 

dent, Southern Pacific Com- 

pany, on June 30 made an- 
nouncement of the following changes 
in the traffic organization incident to 
the resignation of Mr. T. M. Schu- 
macher, vice president in charge of 
traffic with headquarters at Chicago, 
who has accepted the position of 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the Western Pacific Railroad and of 
the Denver & Rio Grande Western 
Railroad, effective July 1:

“Mr. Paul Shoup, executive vice 
president, Southern Pacific Company, 
San Francisco, Calif. 

“Mr, L. J. Spence, executive officer, 
Southern Pacific Steamship Lines, 
New York. 

“Mr. W. R. Scott, president of Texas 
and Louisiana Lines, Houston, Texas, 

“Mr, H. B. Titcomb, president, 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company of 
Mexico, Tucson, Arizona, 

“The freight and passenger traffic

Mr, Luce to Retire 

“In San Francisco, Mr. G. W. Luce, 
who will: retire under the pension 
rules of the Company as to age Sep- 
tember 1 next, and who is now ill, 
has been granted leave of absence. 
Mr. J. T. Saunders, at present assist- 
ant freight traffic manager at Los 
Angeles, succeeds him as freight traf- 
fie manager. 

“Mr. H. A. Hinshaw, assistant 
freight traffic manager, San Fran- 
cisco, succeeds Mr. Clapp, and he in 
turn in his present duties will be suc- 
ceeded by Mr. H. C. Hallmark, at 
present general freight agent, San 
Francisco. 

“In-Los Angeles, Mr. J. T. Saun- 
ders will be succeeded by the present 
general freight agent.in ‘that.city, Mr. 
Blech, now ‘as- 
sistant general freight agent at San 


Francisco, will succeed “Mr. ‘Scott .as 


general ‘freight agent. 


“Mr. M. A. Cummings, at present 
assistant general freight agent, San 
Francisco, becomes general freight 
agent, succeeding Mr. H, C. Hallmark. 

“The promotions in the San Fran- 
cisco office following the elevation of 
Mr, Blech and Mr. Cummings to posi- 
tions of general freight agents result 
in the present assistant general 
freight agents, Mr. H. W. Klein, Mr. 
W. 8. Dawson and Mr. A. A, Johnson, 
being advanced in rank, the transfer 
of Mr. J. L. Fielding, present assistant 
general freight agent at El Paso to 
San Francisco with like title, and the 
advancement of Mr. D. J. McGanney 
of the San Francisco office to the posi- 
tion of assistant general freight agent, 
San Francisco.” 

Mr, Luce, who will retire September 
1, is one of the best known freight 
traffic officials in the United States 
and has a host of friends in all parts 
of the territory served by Southern 
Pacific. He began his railroad career 
with the Southern Pacific Company in 
1875, From October, 1888, to Septem- 
ber, 1891, Mr. Luce was general agent, 
freight and passenger departments, 
Texas and Pacific Railways and Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway at San Francisco, 
He was then appointed general agent 
for freight department of the Union 
Pacific at San Francisco, and in 1894 
became assistant general freight agent 
for Southern Pacific in the same city, 
Promotion followed to the position of 
assistant general freight and passen- 
ger agent for the Company at Los 
Angeles, and in 1901 he returned to 
San Francisco as general freight 
agent. In March, 1911, Mr. Luce was 
appointed assistant to the vice presi- 
dent in charge of traffic Southern Pa- 
cifie Company, and July 15, 1912, he 
became freight traffic manager for the 
Company, which position he has held 
up to the present time. 


Mr. Luce’s War Work 

Mr. Luce’s duties during the World 
War were most strenuous, for the 
problem of how to handle the enor- 
mous flood of freight business that 
suddenly descended on the railroads 
with the start of the war was a task 
for the stoutest hearts and the clear- 
est minds. Mr. Luce’s ability in the 
face of this situation was one of the 
moving factors in Southern Pacific’s 
fine showing during the emergency, 

Mr. Clapp’s entire railway service 
has been with Southern Pacific, start- 
ing in 1898 as stenographer and clerk 
at Tucson. His experience has been 
both in operating and traffic depart- 
ments, He held various positions in 
these departments until November, 
1910, when he was made general 
agent for the Company’s Atlantic 
Steamship Lines: and the Sunset 
Route. In April, 1915, he was ap- 
pointed ‘general freight agent at Los 
Angeles. From March, 1919, to Sep- 
tember, 1921, he was general freight 
agent at San Francisco, and then was 
appointed. assistant freight traffic 
manager, which position he has ‘held 
up to the time of his present pro- 
motion. 


Mr. Saunders’ railroad experience 
also has been entirely with Southern 
Pacific. He entered the railway serv- 
ice'in 1908, starting as a stenographer 
at Los Angeles. He rose through the 
positions of freight clerk, assistant 
chief clerk, chief clerk, industrial 
agent, Los Angeles, to assistant gen- 
eral freight agent at San Francisco. 
He was appointed general freight 
agent, Los Angeles, September 1, 
1921, and August 1, 1923, was made 
assistant freight traffic manager at 
Los Angeles. 

Mr. Plaisted started railway service 
in 1884. He has held various impor- 
tant positions with Southern Pacific 
and Union Pacific systems, He was 
assistant director of traffic from June, 
1918, to August, 1925, and in the lat- 
ter month he was appointed assistant 
to Mr. Schumacher at Chicago. 

Mr. Hinshaw entered Southern Pa- 
cific service in 1890 and has had both 
traffic and operating experience. 
August 1, 1912, he was appointed gen- 
eral freight agent, Southern Pacific 
Lines in Oregon and held that position 
until September 1, 1921, when he was 
appointed assistant freight traffic 
manager for the Northern District 
with headquarters at San Francisco. 

Mr. Hallmark’s railroad career 
started in 1908. He came to the 
Southern Pacific in 1905 as stenogra- 
pher and rate clerk. He stepped along 
and, in April, 1015, was appointe 
general freight and passenger agent, 
Arizona Eastern and assistant gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent for 
Southern Pacific at Tucson. He was 
general freight agent for Southern 
Pacific at Los Angeles from February, 
1919, to September, 1921, on which 
latter date he was appointed general 
freight agent for the Company at 
San Francisco. z 


Started as Clerk 


Mr. Scott, appointed assistant freight 
traffic manager at Los Angeles, came 
to San Francisco in 1908 and started 
work with Southern Pacific in that 
year as a clerk in the freight claim 
office. He rose to chief clerk in the 
freight traffic department and then to 
general agent at Cincinnati. From 
there he went to the offices of the 
director of traffic at New York and 
was assistant to the director of traffic 
when he was appointed general freight 
agent at Los Angeles, August 1, 1923. 

Mr. Cummings, appointed general 
freight agent, started with Southern 
Pacific in 1900 and rose through the 
ranks until his appointment as as- 
sistant general freight agent in San 
Francisco in October, 1918, 

Mr. Blech, who succeeds Mr. Scott 
as general freight agent at Los An- 
geles, started his railroad career in 
1895, He was made chief clerk in the 
freight department at Los Angeles in 
1910 and was industrial agent at Los 
Angeles from 1910 to 1912, and dis- 
trict freight agent there from 1912 to 
February 1, 1919. He was appointed 
assistant general freight agent at San 
Francisco March 1, 1920.

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Plan is Adopted for Handling Grape Crop 


tion of the Pacifie Coast Trans- 

portation Advisory Board since 
its formation was its action at the 
regular meeting at Sacramento, June 
18, in adopting a plan worked out by 
a special committee of the board and 
the railroad contact committee for the 
handling of California grape ship- 
ments. 

In outlining the plan, the report of 
the special grape committee and the 
railroad contact committee represent- 
ing the various carriers in the terri- 
tory and the American Railway As- 
sociation, stated: 

“The large development in the 
grape industry, which reached full 
production from present plantings in 
1925, has resulted in unsatisfactory 
conditions to all concerned. In 1919 
there was a relatively small number 
of shippers, while the 1925 crop was 
marketed through a greatly increased 
and scattered number of shippers, 
generally unrelated as to their activi- 
ties. Railway equipment has been 
misused and car orders at shipping 
points greatly inflated. 

“The growth of grape production 

~and the responsibility of carriers to 
furnish transportation has necessi- 
tated a constant increase in refriger- 
ator car equipment and facilities. Ex- 
elusive of the 6,000 new refrigerator 
cars being purchased for delivery this 
year at a cost exceeding twenty mil- 
lion dollars, the ownership of re- 
frigerator_ cars of the Pacific Fruit 
Express Company and the Santa Fe 
Refrigerator Dispatch has been in- 
creased from 25,271 cars in 1920 to 
51,308 cars in 1925, or 108%. This 
increase in equipment has been prim- 
arily to meet car demands for the 
movement of grapes. In addition it 
las been necessary to make advance 
arrangements for refrigerator cars of 
foreign ownership. 

“The railroads have recognized 
their interest in the grape industry, 
and, through the American Railway 
Association, have suggested a definite 
plan relating: to the various phases of 
car distribution for and transportation 
of grapes, This plan has had full 
consideration on the part of the rail- 
roads, through a special committee of 
operating, traffic and legal officers and 
on the part of the grape industry by 
a permanent ‘Grape Committee,’ con- 
sisting of .7 growers, 7 shippers, and 
7 bankers. ‘These committees have 
.been engaged for months in the de- 
velopment of a plan to be operative 
during the coming grape season and 
have sought to view every problem 
from the standpoint of the industry as 
a.whole, especially as the results may 
éffect the growers of grapes.” 


The Car Plan

Pacific Coast Transportation Advisory 
Board, “Grape Committee” will act as 
advisory council. 

For the purposes of carrying out 
the plan, California has been divided 
into eight shipping districts each with 
appropriate headquarters and com- 
prising all shipping stations located 
in the counties within each district. 
An advisory council from the public 
will be formed in each district. De- 
tailed Rules of Procedure will be is- 
sued prior to August 1, 1926, and dis- 
tributed for the guidance of all con- 
cerned, giving the name of the joint 
carrier representative who will set as 
chairman for each district committee, 
his exact location, the personnel of 
each district advisory council from 
the public and full details as to the 
procedure to be followed in carrying 
out the plan. 

Advance Notice 

Each shipper of grapes from sta- 
tions in California will file with each 
carrier from whom he expects to 
order cars, a notice in writing ten 
days in advance of each weekly 
period specifying the approximate 
number of cars to be loaded by him 
at each of such carrier’s stations dur- 
ing such period. Evidence will also be 
given in justification of the car re- 
quirements at each station, 

The shipper’s weekly requirements 
will be filed with the joint carrier 
representative in each district for all 
stations in the district, and will be 
reviewed by the representatives who 
will give to each private car line 
(P.F.E. or S.F.R.D.) separately, in- 
formation as. to the stations from 
which cars will be shipped and the 
number of cars from each station, 
each railroad to be shown separately. 

This information will be the basis 
for ear distribution and in this work 
the advisory councils from the public 
will lend their assistance.

First of the “Land Cruise Liners,” 
finest and most luxurious wheeled ca- 
ravans in the world, came into Pacific 
Coast terminals over Southern Pacific 
Lines during the month.

The 
trains are made up of nine or more 
cars especially constructed by the 
Pullman Company to provide utmost 
comfort and convenience for passen~- 
gers who will call them “home” for 
the thirty days of the Iand cruise.

Standard Forms for Vouchers and Drafts 


By T. O. Epwaros, General Auditor 


Lines commenced experimenting 

with the addressograph at divi- 
sion headquarters where names and 
occupations of employes could be 
printed on time cards and on pay- 
roll vouchers from the same plate, 
A cousiderable saving developed, so 
that now the plan has been extended 
to practically all departments on the 
Pacific Lines. 

This change in method of writing 
pay-roll vouchers brought up the 
question of changing form of the 
voucher itself, Each year we placed 
an order with the printer for a year’s 
supply of pay-roll vouchers in skele- 
ton form. Two months before re- 
quired, we would obtain an estimate 
of the needs of each department and 
would place an order for completion 
of the skeleton checks for a month’s 
supply. This consisted of consecutive 
numbers for each month, location, 
date of issue, department issuing, 
portion of month, and month and year 
for which payment is made, Annual 
reqtirements were 1,700,000 and wast- 
age through overestimating about 
65,000 vouchers, 

The addressograph machine has 
space to the left of the name plate 
for inserting an additional addresso- 
graph plate, but this would not meet 
our requirements as there was no 
means of getting enough information 
on one of these plates to fill the re- 
quirements and be presentable, The 
attachment to hold the plate was 
taken off and replaced by a small 
metal box to hold pieces of Hnotype 
to print date of payment, period, 
month and year. 

By using this means, aud changing 
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the consecutive numbers so that each 
department would have its own series 
indefinitely, and having the name of 
the department printed at the same 
time as the number, a year's supply 
of vouchers can be ordered at one 
time. This saves the wastage of 
65,000 vouchers and eliminates the 
trouble and expense of the twelve 
monthly estimates, shipments, and 
distribution. 

The pay-roll vouchers have hereto- 
fore been printed on safety paper 
which is watermarked with Southern 
Pacific medallion as a safeguard. But 
other vouchers and drafts did not have 
this watermark, so that bank tellers, 
merchants and others honoring our 
paper would not took for that feature 
as essential, The general appearance, 
and even the size, varied. 

To remedy these faults, it was de- 
cided to standardize these forms so 
that every document calling for pay- 
ment of money would have same gen- 
eral appearance and identifying fea- 
tures, that bank tellers, merchants 
and others honoring them wou'd be 
able to readily recognize them as of 
Southern Pacific issue. 

Forms were accordingly revised 
with following distinguishirg fea- 
tures!—Size 8%” by 358”; printed en- 
tirely in Gothic type; company’s me- 
dallion in upper left corner; a distirct 
border having “Southern Pacific’ in- 
serted eight times therein, These 
features for the better protection 
against manipulation. 

Specimen of revised form 217 Pay- 
roll voucher and form 8470 ‘Passen- 
ger Refund Drafts are shown above, 
All twenty-two forms as ‘revised have 
the same general appearance. 


“Cc” TARIFF 18 ATTRACTIVE ‘TO 
MONEY SAVERS 


Money saving in railroad fares is 
the thought uppermost in the minds 
of a great majority of travelers, re- 
gardless of scenic attractions or vari- 
ation of routes, in the opinion of R, P. 
Lowry, ticket clerk and operator at 
North Bend, who offered some good 
points in connection with the new C 
tariff at a recent meeting of agents, 
ticket. clerks and station employes 
held at Marshfield, Ore. Mr. Lowry 
said in part: 

“The new C tariff will enable us to 
control what was almost impossible 
before this tariff took effect. For in- 
stance, an actual happening. A lady 
called at the office recently stating 
that she wanted to send her girl home 
and, since the Portland gateway was 
the cheapest, guessed she would send 
her that way, although she had gone 
that route many times. 

“However, the ticket seller who was 
on duty broke the ice in this way: 

“Were you ever over the Shasta 
Route? Were you ever in San Fran- 
cisco? Were you ever in Salt Lake 
City, the home of the great Mormon 
Tabernacle?’ 

“After about ten minutes consumed 
in ealling attention te the wonderful 
scenic attractions over our Shasta 
Route and other routes through El 
Paso and New Orleans, the big sur- 
prise then came when told we could 
save her money by going over our 
Shasta Route. For example: Rates 
from North Bend to Burlington via 
the Portland Gateway, fare, $84.78, 
berth $3.75 North Bend to Portland, 
total expense $88.53, Fare North 
Bend to Burlington via the Shasta 
Route, $80.31, berth $6.75, total 
$86.71, leaving a net saving of $1.47. 

“The result of a little solicitation 
and the fact that the ticket seller was 
well posted regarding the scenic at- 
tractions as well as the fares via our 
own routes, was that the young lady’s 
ticket vead North Bend to Burling- 
ton, arriving San Francisco 9:10 a. m., 
spending the day in San Francisco 
taking in a few of the large depart- 
ment stores as well as one scenic trip 
around the city, leaving at 4 p. m, via 
the Pacific Limited. 

“Since checking the new C sheet 
carefully, we are convinced that we 
can control much of the long haul 
business into the Middle West and 
Eastern destinations including Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and New York City. 

“Another good example is the fare 
from North Bend to Chicago via the 
Portland Gateway, $87.37, while via 
California is $85.58, making a saving 
of $1.84. From these examples you 
can readily. see the results we are 
going to get this year.”

How the Group Life Insurance may 
come to the assistance of employes 
disabled through accident or sickness 
and help them over a period when 
they are unable to carry on their 
work, is told in a letter from Clarence 
Cobabe, formerly brakeman on the 
Coast Division and who is now_in 
Ogden on leave of absence, Mr. 
Cobabe says: 

“When I signed up for my policy I 
never thought that within two years’ 
time I would have to quit my job with 
the Company on account of sickness 
and maybe never to return to work 
again. I put in six months in the 
general hospital at San Francisco. I 
was still unable to perform any kind 
of work, so in June, 1926, I made my 
request for disability and on July 9 
I received my first check. 

“I can say that I have never re- 
ceived such kind and considerate at- 
tention in all my life or never expect 
to. Everything in regard to my claim 
was handled so nicely through the 
hospital and the insurance depart- 
ments that it was really a pleasure. 
Sometimes it is a great effort for the 
beneficiaries to collect insurance and 
often they earned the money before 
they received it. Eut the fine system 
that the Company uses in handling 
the situation cannot be equalled. I 
want to thank the several doctors and 
the various clerks at Coast and Salt 
Lake Division offices who were 50 con- 
siderate in their assistance to me. 

“T want to relate a case that hap- 
pened in Ogden. The man insured was 
working in the Southern Pacific shops. 
He was not, according to the rate of 
pay he showed on his original appli- 
cation, earning enough money at the 
time he was insured to carry $2500, 
$1500 being all his wages entitled him 
to carry. Some time later he died and 
$1500 was paid to his wife. The Com- 
pany, in checking up rates of pay for 
insured employes, found the error and 
decided this man was entitled to 
$2500, although he. had never paid 
monthly premium on the extra thou- 
sand. A clerk was sent to his home 
and collected the back dues of $7.70 
and gave the wife an additional check 
for $1000. 

“Can such fairness be equalled? 
Do you suppose this wife was satisfied 
with the way her husband’s insurance 
was handled?”

Invents Hospital and Railroad Devices 


a device which permits physical 

culture for broken arms are 
two of the most recent contrivances 
invented by Patrick Flanagan, chief 
engineer of the Company’s -General 
Hospital at San Francisco. -The train 
guide is now in use at the new Sacra- 
mento station, and the mechanical 
splint is being used by physicians at 
the hospital. 

During his thirty-six years’ service, 
Flanagan has carried on dozens of 
experiments designed to improve the 
equipment of modern hospitals, and 
general railroad appliances. 

With more than a score of success- 
ful surgical inventions to his credit, 
some of which would have produced 
a comfortable income had he cared to 
exploit them commercially, Flanagax 
spends his spare time in hospital 
wards and operating rooms devising 
improvements in implements and 
equipment. These, when perfected, 
he offers without price to the world 
at large. 

His mechanical splint for arm frac- 
tures has gained wide popularity. By 
merely turning a thumb screw the 
patient may, as soon as the bones are 
knit and long before bandages can 
be removed, flex and exercise the arm. 
By the time bandages can be discard- 
ed the convalescent’s arm has lost 
most of its stiffness and in many 
cases may be used freely. Thus the 
mechanical splint largely does away 
with the period of flexing and mas- 
sage usually required when injury is 
healed. The splint enables patient to 
extend injured arm to full length, or 


A MECHANICAL train guide and 


flex it until hand is brought to 
shoulder. 

Working in cooperation with Dr. 
F. K. Ainsworth, chief surgeon, 
Flanagan has perfected many useful 
devices now regularly employed in the 
company’s hospital. 

These have practically banished 
from the hospital the unwieldy cranes 
and winches elsewhere used in serious 
fracture cases. They include an in- 
geniously compact portable cabinet 
for use of surgeons which contains an 
electrical cauterizer, a vacuum for 
draining wounds, an electrically 
driven power plant for operating sur- 
gical instruments, compressed air, and 
other devices. 

The mechanical train guide, which 
has been patented by Fianagan, rep- 
resents a more efficient method of 
designating tracks upon which trains 
will depart and station stops enroute 
than has heretofore been available. 
By turning a few dials and touching 
a few levers, the station master is e1- 
abled to provide a set-up for a train 
in a few seconds, After departure of 
train, guide is cleared automatically 
by the pressing of a single key. 

Station names are exposed by 
touching lightly a series of levers in 
the control chamber. These are ar- 
ranged so simply that there can be no 
confusion in making a set-up. 

Time of departure is indicated by a 
clock-face at top of the cabinet. 
Track number, together with name 
and number of train are shown in 
three slots ahove the clock. All ofthese 
are easily set by manipulation of dials 
in the control chamber.

Though 
the second line of steel rails are now 
continuous from Yuma on the west 
through Phoenix to Picacho on the 
east, there remains a large amount of 
construction work to be done before 
the Hine is completed for train service, 
according to George W. Boschke, chief 
engineer in charge of construction. 

The point of connection of the rails 
was 72% miles west of Hassayampa, 
or about 16 miles east of where the 
railroad crosses the Gila River at An- 
telope Hill. 

Arizona and the entire Southwest is 
watching with interest the progress 
of the work.

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Headlight Reflector 


TD. E. Stinson, brakeman at Hillsboro, Ore., is 

shown with two views indicating how his new head- 

light reflector works in adding greater safety to the 
night work of yardmen and trainmen. 


DEVICE that reflects light from 

the headlight so as to flood-light 
the footboard and grabirons of a lo- 
comotive pilot, a result intended to 
add greatly to the safety of yardmen 
and trainmen working at night, has 
been designed by D. E. Stinson, brake- 
man at Hillsboro, on Portland Divi- 
sion, and is now being considered for 
adoption by the General Safety Com- 
mittee. 

The reflector is a mirror in an alu- 
minum ease. It is fastened at the 
extreme top of the headlight and 
slightly tipped downward. Length of 
the device varies according to the 
height of the headlight from the rail, 
but is made to take in the full length 
of the footboard or steps. The width 
is arranged to light the grabiron on 
top of end beam, and illuminate the 
footboard and roadbed far enough 
ahead of the footboard to enable 
trainman or yardman to see exactly 
where he is stepping whether engine 
is moving or standing. : 

Mr. Stinson states that the device 
does not interfere with the headlight 
or in any way obstruct the view of 
the enginemen.

ENGINEERING STUDENTS OFFERED TWO

Professor Thomas ©. MeFarland of tho 
Electrical Engineering Department has pre- 
pared the course in Theory and Operation of 
Direct Current Machinery. This is a defi- 
nitely advanced course with the following 
prerequisites: Plane Analytical Geometry 58A- 
58B, Differential Calculus 62A-G2B, Physics 
44-48, or the equivalents of these courses, 

Phe topics covered in these courses are: 
Electric potential current and resistance; 
electric currents; magnets; magnetism; mag- 
netic cireuits solenoids; electromagnets; 
electromagnetism; direct current ammetera 
and voltmeters; methods of measurement; 
electric power and energy; electromagnolic 
induction; transformation of energy: direct 
current dynamo; dynamo armatures; arma- 
ture windings; the commutator; brushes; 
field magnets; dynamo excitation; direct cur 
rent generator; armature reaction; field cal- 
culation; generator characteristics. 

Tho materin} in the assigament sheets 
contains detailed information and instruc: 
tion. No text book is required, Each part 
of this course contains fifteen assignments 
carrying a credit value of ono unit for each 
part and a fee of $6 for each.

Persons riding 
on such lines must take all chances of acci- 
dent, injury or delay the secretary aaid, and, 
as far as he knows, passengers have no 
recourse regardless of what happens to 
them.
